GERMAN SUBJECT ‘MURDERED BY 
" QHINESE BRAVES. 


WARSHIES ORDERED TO WAKING, 


(Special Telegram from Our Quin 
Correspondent.) 


‘Sranamar, Wednoeday, June 3, 
2.98 p.m. 

A Gorman drill instructor named Krause 
has boen murdered by Viceroy Liu-kunyih’s 
Hunanose body-gnard at Nanking. 

Tho Viceroy has long tried but veicly to 
disguat the German officers and non-com- 
migsioned cfloers engaged a8 drill-inatructors 
and to force them to resign. é

THE RUSSIAN BEIZURE AT CBEFOO, 


Readers will have observed the paragraphs 
in several Shanghei papere dealiog with the 
resont trouble which: bas beea enused hore 
regarding a claim made by the Russian 
Yica-Consul for the foreahors of Messes Fer- 
gusson & Co.’s premises on bebalf of the 
Russian Bteam Navigation Company. The 
object of it has been to secure to the Chefoo 
Agent of this Company the prior right ‘to 
purchase the land, aod to orect a landing 
stage and such buildings op it ns would best 
accommodate the wants of Russian trade. 
This project was strenuously opposed by 
Meoura Ferguason & Co,, 00 the ground that 
the practice in Chins and eleewhere has 
always given the proprietor of the frontage 
the firat right of purchase of any foreshore 
abniting from his property and due to the 
gota of nature, aud in ‘accordance with this 
role the acoretion in question hos always 
been consideredas bolonging to Mesars Fergus- 
son & Co, by thameclves and everyone olse. 
Bach a clain to title by right of pre-emption 
gould ia juetion only be ignored if the dis- 
ated land would be put to some use Oo! 
ablio benefit, such as o harbour, bund, 
roadway, oto. s 

Though but few dotaile have tranepired

TRADE AT AMOY.

tranefer of Formosa and {he rebolifon in 
that island had praotioally mo aifect on tho 
trade of this port, excepting in. Formosan 
Tea, which suffered many vicissitudes and 
was extrawely cosatisfactory for all oon~ 
cerned, Foreignors and Natives alike, who 
paid bigh prices on the supposition that

2, Such covers, when addrossed to places

“+8, Cironlara, &c., must not excced 2 
ounces each in weight. Patterns, Almanacs, 
&c., must bo under 4 ounces each in weight, 
Heavier articles will be charged ordinary 
rates. 


. Envelopes containing Patterns, d&c., 
‘mey be wholly closed if the nature of the 
contents be first oxhibited or stated to the 
Postmaster General, ag he may consider ne- 
ceasary, and approved by him. Printed cir- 
culars may be enclosed in pattern packets, 


6. Addresses must be complete. That 
is to say, on such covers as are not ad- 
dressad to heads of honses the addressee’s 
residence or place of business must be 
added. Incompletely addressed covers will 
bo returned to the sender for address.
